during our sojourn here, have manifested a 
roper spirit, such as becomes soldiers of. the 
ation, and have refrained, in general, from 
retaliatory measures or conduct under provo- 
cation. . 
- Butthe General is apprised that itis the object 
of tid teachings of many of the leaders of the 
people to wean them from their love of country, 
and instil in their hearts bitterness and hatred 
towards the soldiers as the 1epresentatives of 
the Government. Psd men have sought and 
still seek to educate the mass of their follow- 
ers in constant lessons of antagonism towards 
vernment, and leadthem to the very verge 
of opem-haaded treason by covert sneers or 
bold denunciations. That these efforts thus 
far have-not been followed by their legitimate, 
if not intended results, redounds to the credit 
of the people, ajded by the straightforward 
of the soldiers of this command.
